T he iirst requisite will be a 
silver half dollar, for no other coin or 
substance will cause the m achine to 
disgorge the coveted hit of p aste-lioard 
tha t will give entry to the grounds 
Money 
changer’s 
booths 
will 
be 
numerously p rovided and as manyfliaif 
dollars as are wanted may be ob­ 
tained. 
W ith fils half dollar betw ixt his 
lingers, the visitor may ap t roach the 
machine t ha t stands about five 
feet 
tail. 
Alrout four feet ai>ove ground is 
a slot and legend calling a tte ntion to 
it. 
T he buyer drop s In his coin, gives 
a crank a tu rn and out comes a p rop ­ 
erly stam p ed and num bered tick et. 
Should the mechanism of the slot 
m achine fall, or should the sup p ly of 
tick ets give out, the slot is autom at!, 
cally closed, and It will be imp ossible 
u> drop in a coin. 
T he visitor then enters the gate, 
p assing a turnstile, which registers 
his entrance. 
Electric wires are a t ­ 
tached to the tu rnstile and term inate 
in the office of the director of admls 
slori.
